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NEWS IN BRIEF.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


In the Senate, on the 2d, a substitute for 
the Anti-Trust bill was reported back from 
committee and discussed. The conference 
report on the Urgent Deficiency bill was 
presented and agreed to, and the Senate pro- 
ceeded to the consideration of the Montana 
election case. It was agreed that on and 
after the 7th the daily sessions of the Sen- 
ate should begin at noon ..... In the House 
a number of bridge bills were passed; alsoa 
bill amending the act to ald vessels wrecked 
or disabled in waters coterminous to the 
United States and the Dominion of Canada. 
The House then procecded to the considera- 
tion of the Idaho Admission bill. 

In the Senate, on the 3d, after the trans- 
action of routine business the Montana 
election case was taken up, and Mr. Gray 
finished his argument in supportof Clark 
and Maginnis,the Democratic claimants. The 
matter then went over...... In the House 
Senate bill concerning the fur-seal interests 
was passed, and the Senate concurrent reso- 
lution requesting the President to invite 
arbitration with foreign governments to 
settle disputes or differences which can not 
be settled by diplomacy, was agreed to. The 
Idaho Admission bill was then taken up, 
discussed and passed: Yeas, 129; nays, 1. 
The Democrats refused to vote and the 
Speaker counted a quorum. 

THE Senate was not in session on the 4th. 
sobeee In the House, after the consideration 
and passage of five private pension bills, 
pending from a previous night session, the 
body went into committee of the whole on 
the private calendar. ‘I'he bill for the al- 
lowance of certain claims for stores and 
supplies used by the United States army, 
under the provisions of the Bowman act, 
was discussed at length, mainly on points of 
order, but pending action the committee 
rose and the Ho use took recess until eight 
o'clock. At the night session thirty privat e 
pension bills were passed. 

IN the Senate, on the 5th, a number of bills 
were taken fromthe calendar and passed, 
among them one appropriating $500,000 for 
an additional fire-proof building for the Na- 
tional Museum; one prohibiting the import - 
ation of adulterated food and drink, and 
one for an inspection of meats for exporta- 
tion. After a short executive session, pri- 
vate pension bills on the calendar were 
taken up, and 113 bills were passed in just 
one hour...... In the House a number of bills 
relating to military affairs were passed, 
amongthem one amending the Articles o! 
War in reference to courts-martial; author- 
izing the construction of a hotel on the Goy- 
ernment Reservation at Fortress Mouroe;re- 
organizing the artiilery force of thearmy,an¢ 
after which the House listened to euloyies 
ofthe late Representative Newton W. Nut- 
ting, of New York, and adjourned as a fur. 
ther mark of respect to the deceased. 

IN the Senate, on the 7th, the House 
amendment to the joint resolution for the 
removal of the naval magazine from Ellis 
Island, N. Y., was concurred in. The Mon- 
tana election case was then taken up, and 
speeches in favor of both the majority and 
minority reports were made, and the matter 
was still pending when the Senate went into 
executive session....... In the House a mo- 
tion to suspend the rules and pass the Sen- 
ate bill granting pensions to soldiers and 
sailors who are incapacitated for the per- 
formance of labor, and providing for pen- 
sions to widows and minor children and 
dependent parents, was lost. A number ol 
public building and other bills were passed. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

A SUPPLEMENTARY election in Provi- 
jence, R. I., held on the 5th, makes the 
Legislature stand at forty-seven Repub- 
licans and forty-four Democrats, with 
seventeen members yet to be elected, 
and of these the Republicans need seven 
to carry the General Assembly. 

On the 4th the President signed the 
Urgency-Deficiency bill. 

ArrTIcLEs for a professional court ten- 
nis match for the championship of the 
world have been signed by Thomas Pet- 
tit, of the Boston Athletic Club, the 
present world’s champion, and Charles 
Saunders, champion of England. 

At a recent meeting of the council of 
McGill University, at Montreal, Can., it 
was announced that donations aggre- 
gating $1,000,000 had been made to the 
art, science and law faculties of that in- 
stitution. Of this amount, W. A. Mc- 
Donald, a large tobacco manufacturer, 
gave $500,000, and Sir Donald A. Smith, 
president of the Bank of Montreal, gave 
$300, 000. 

PREviovus to the departure of Major 
Liebert from Berlin for Zanzibar, he 
was charged by Emperor William to 
use all means in his power to induce 
Emin Pasha to enter the service of Ger- 
many. 

Ir is said that Stanley condemns the 
British East Africa Company for allow- 
ing American and Russian sportsmen to 
exhaust for mere pleasure the. pre- 
serves of their territory, and says it 
would be far better to allow Germany to 
control the district, as she would at 
least prevent buccaneering. 

A REPORT comes from Constantinople 
to the effect that on account of insuf- 
ficient evidence several of the charges 
against Moussa Bey have been dropped. 

Oi the 24th a meeting of Emperor 
William and Queen Victoria will take 
place at Darmstadt. 

On the 7th William Galloway, who 
ran the first engine over the Baltimore 
& Ohio railroad, and who was probably 
the oldest locomotive engineer in the 
world, died suddenly of apoplexy, at 
Baltimore, Md. He was born in Balti- 
more County on September 25, 1809, of 
English parents, and began his railroad- 
ing career January 23, 1833. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


A NuMBER of forgers who had been 
circulating spurious Spanish and Italian 
bonds were run down and arrested at 
Trieste, Austria. The face value of the 
bogus paper they had put into circula- 
tion is upwards of 25,000,000 francs. 

Tre Cameron mine at Shamokin, Pa., 
with its twenty-five miles of galleries, 
was flooded on the 4th, the fire having 
got beyond control. Damage to the 
amount of $100,000 and the loss of a 
year’s time will result. 

On the 4th a barge containing twenty 
negroes was capSized in Bayou Falaya, 
Miss., and twelve women and children 
were drowned. 











On the 5th the investigation into the 
alleged frauds in connection with the 
recent election in Jersey City, resulted 
in the issuance of warrants for the ar- 
rest of the members of the election 
board for the First Assembly district in 
that city. The investigation has de- 
veloped a remarkable variety of frauds. 

Dvnrine the night of the 5th the dam 
of the upper reservoir of the Ithica (N. 
Y.) Water Works Company, holding 
20,000,000 gallons of water, burst, and 
when the water plunged through the 
cliff-bound chasm below the dam it was 
a terrific torrent eighty-five feet deep. 
No loss of life resulted. 

On the 7th the Northwestern Mal- 
leable Iron Company’s plant at Milwau- 
kes, Wis., which occupied an area of 
twoand a half acres and employs 225 
men, was damaged by fire to the extent 
of $45,000. The plant was valued at 
$80,000,-on which there was $30,000 in- 
surance. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

On the 4th the Savannah Construc- 
tion Company, to build a railroad from 
Savannah to Columbia, S. C., was organ- 
ized in the latter city. 

BULGARIA has yielded to the demands 
of Sérvia and appointed a new diplo- 
matic agent at Belgrade. 

On the 7th work at the Henry Clay 
colliery, at Shamokin, Pa., which had 
been idle three months, was resumed, 
giving employment to fifteen hundred 
men. 

In Camden, Me., a petition to Con- 
gress is circulating by those engaged in 
the production of kilnwood used in the 
manufacture of lime, asking that a duty 
of one dollar per cord be placed upon 
such wood imported from the prov- 
inces, a large amount of which is taken 
into Camden and Portland every year. 

THE tug-of-war tournament for the 
American Athletic Union light-weight 
championship of the United States, held 
in New York City on the 5th, resulted 
in a victory for the Acorn Athletic Club. 
The Yales had to withdraw, as the 
Princetons, not considering them ama- 
teurs, refused to play with them. 

DuRING March 16,374 pension certifi- 
cates were issucd, being the largest 
month’s work ever performed by the 
Pension Bureau. Of these, 8,183 were 
original applications. 

May 6 has been fixed as the date for 
the assembling of the new German 
Reichstag. 

THE recall of the Bulgarian Minister 
at Belgrade was not due to strained re- 
lations between the two Balkan powers, 
but to the fact that the Scrvian Govern- 
ment had sent the Sofia Cabinet proofs 
of the Bulgarian Minister’s intrigues 
against the Regency and the Servian 
Government. 

Ir is said that fully 4,500 Massachu- 
setts carpenters will demand a reduc- 
tion of hours on and after May 1. 

On the 5th thirteen Chinamen were 
arrested at San Diego, Cal., in an at- 
tempt to cross the line between Mexico 
and the United States{fat Liajuana. They 
had come up overland from Ensenada, 
in Lower California.

Tra Investigation Committee of the 
Maryland Legislature in the case of 
State Treasurer Archer's defalcation, 
find that his speculations tegan soon 
after his election in 1886. The amount 
will reach about $170,000, besides State 
securities hypothecated. Many coupon 
bonds were sold outright. 

Riacs & Co., bankers of Washington, 
have turned over to the Treasury De- 
partment for safe keeping two certifi- 
cates of war bounty scrip of 1847 for 
$100,000 each, one of which is inscribed 
in the name of Franklin Edwards and 
the other in the name of Jas. W. Owen. 

A case was declded in the Indiana 
courts which practically declares slave 
marriages illegal. 

ALITTLE girl at Wichita, Kas., choked 
herself to death on the 6th while at- 
tempting to get in a hammock. 

Mrs. CynruiA MILLER, of Wichita, 
Kas., aged 91, appeared to die on the 
6th. The lady had been placed on ice 
before it was discovered that life was 
not wholly extinct. Physicians were 
summoned, and Mrs. Miller was resns- 
citated. She recovered sufficiently to 
converse with her friends, but died ina 
few hours. 

THE journeymen carpenters of Chicago 
held a gigantic mass meeting on the 6th 
and ratified the action of their Execu- 
tive Council, ordering a general strike 
for an eight-hour day and minimum 
wages of 40 cents an hour. 

An epidemic of measles prevails at 
Norristown, Pa. It is of a malignant 
type, and a number of fatal cases are re- 
ported. Several district schools have 
had to close. 

Ex-Senatorn ALLEN G. THURMAN is 
seriously ill at Colambus, Ohio. He has 
been confined to his bed for several days, 
and on account of his age his family are 
anxious as to the outcome. 

An interesting visitor at Nashville, 
Tenn., on the 5th was Mr. William 


|Hague, of Beechville,, Williamson 


County. Mr. Hague is 73 years of age 
and one «f the very few men now living 
who worked on the State Capitol. He 
was superintendent of the work, next 
under Architect Strickland, and saw 
every stone placed from the laying of 
the corner-stone on July 4, 1844, to the 
time the cap was placed on the cupola. 

Isaac GeBHARDT, of Osborn, Ohio, is 
missing. He is worth $250,000 and was 
last heard of at the house of his sweet- 
heart. 
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FOREIGN BUDGET. 


The Cause of the Bulgarian Minister's 
Recall from Helgrade—A_ Strategic 
Movement—Local Option for Peer«—Em- 
igration and Immigration—Farm La- 
borers Rebel Against Long Hours—What 
Course will German Politics Take—Con- 
demned by Stanley. 


THE CAUSE OF THE MINISTER’S RECALL. 

Lonpvon, April 7.—The recall of the 
Bulgarian Minister at Belgrade was not 
due to the strained relations between 
the two Balkan powers, but to the fact 
that the Servian Government had sent 
the Sofia Cabinet proofs of the Bulga- 
rian Minister’s intrigues against the 
Regency and the Servian Government. 
General Gruitsch, president of the Ser- 
vian Ca t, asked M. Stambuloff, the 
Bulgarian Premier, to judge for himself 
whether the Bulgarian Minister's con- 
duct was in accordance with diplomatic 
usage. The Bulgarian Government, in 
recalling its Minister, showed that it 
was anxious to maintain amicable rela- 
tions by adopting severe measures 
against its representative. 

A STRATEGIC MOVEMENT. 

It is stated that Mr. W. S. Caine, M, 
P., is contemplating a strategic move- 
ment to meet that recently executed by 
Mr. Caldwell, member for the St. Rollox 
division of Glasgow. Sorobust a Liber- 
al as the member for Barrow must find 
himself ill at ease among his present 
surroundings, and his recent action gn 
the Parnell Commission report has 
shown a commendable independence of 
official leading. The chief difficulty in 
the way of Mr. Caine’s return to the 
Liberal fold will arise from the fact that 
he sits for Barrow by the grace of the 
House of Devonshire, who wouid show 
scant toleration for any qualms of their 
nominee’s conscience. The extraor- 
dinary doctrine of 

LOCAL OPTION FOR PEERS 

is apparently gaining ground, though 
few really believe such reform of the 
House of Lords will ever form part of 
an act of Parliament. Lord Roseberry 
would certainly succeed Mr. Gladstone 
in leading the Liberals if he would 
change his place in Parliament; and 
probably Lord Dunraven would prefer 
the popular atmosphere. To address 
the House of Lords has been well com- 
pared with the speaking to an iceberg. 
But it is a strange way of mendinga 
legislative house to allow its members 
a power of going elsewhere. Mr. 
Bright once said that he might net ob- 
ject to be a Senator in a reformed sec- 
ond chamber, upon which a friend re- 
marked that his statement was in it- 
self 

A STRONG ARGUMENT AGAINST SUCH A 

“REFORM. 
Other elderly ornaments of the House 
of Commons might, he suggested, have 
a similar disposition, and so power 
would gravitate, as it has in the United 
States, away from the popularcham ber. 
Lord Derby and Lord Sellbourne fancy 
that Lord Hartington’s presence in the 
House of Commons is an effectual bar- 
rier against Mr. Gladstone’s success. 
But that is notat all in agreement with 
Liberal opinion. The common feeling 
is that Lord Hartington at the general 
election will be obliged, to the advan- 
tage of the Liberal3, to rank himself 
with the party of Lord Salisbury. 
EMIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION. 

Lonpon, April 8.—The statistics sub- 
mitted by the authorities in charge of 
British emigration show that since Jan- 
uary 1 emigration to America has de- 
creased eight thousand below that for 
the corresponding period of 1889. This 
falling off, itis represented, is duo to 
the fact that wages have increased at 
home until they are quite as high, and 
in some cases higher, than the rates 
paid to similaremployment in America, 
while the opportunities for obtaining 
work here are equally as good. These 
evidences of improvement are attested 
by the fact that the number of immi- 
grants arriving in England from foreign 
countries have increased since January 
1, by more than eight thousand in com- 
parison with the months of January, 
February and March, 1889. 

“ THE FARM LABORERS 
of Anglesea have rebeled against the 
long hours which they are compeled to 
work, and have organized a general 
strike. Hitherto they have averaged 
fourteen hours labor a day, and as they 
only demand a reduc:ion to twelve 
hours the justice of their movement is 
apparent to everybody except their em- 
ployers. The success of the strikers is 
generally predicted. 
THE MATTER OF REAL CONCERN. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, commenting 
on the situation in Germany says: 
“The point that concerns statesmen of 
other countries is not who directs the 
policy of Germany but what course will 
it take? Prince Bismarck, though he 
could not always be interpreted with 
certainty, represented in the main 
known ideas, prominent among which 
was the status quo. William II. in all 
probability has plenty of definite ideas, 
but at present his policy is known tothe 
world at large only from his speeches. 
Between speeches and acts there is 
often a great guif. The Emperor has, 
for instance, declared in the most posi- 
tive language that his chief aim is 
peace. Sohasevery monarch and every 
statesman within the memory of the 
oldest diplomat.

Onward to the Gulf. 

A contract was signed in Chattanooga, 
Tenn., a few days ago, for the comple- 
tion within a month, of a railroad from 
Gadsden, Ala., northeast, toward Chat- 
tanooga, at an estimated cost of $260,- 
000. One hundred and fifty miles of the 
road will be built as rapidly as possible 
at a cost not to exceed $30,000 per mile, 
for which capital has been subscribed. 
It is the intention of the company to 
push the road to the Gulf of Mexico at 
an estimated outlay of $3,000,000 by the 
shortest possible route. The chief 
source of traffic will be mineral, iron 
and coal. 





A Business Block Burned. 

At Union City, Tenn., a few mornings 
ago, the large three-story brick build- 
ing of Beck & Gardner, spoke manu- 
facturers, and a block of business 
houses, were destroyed by fire. When 
discovered the fire was beyond control, 
and itis thought it had been burning 
five or six hours. The loss will prob- 
ably reach $30,000, with $10,000 insur- 
ance. A few hours after the fire a force 
of men began work clearing away the 
debris preparatory to the erection of 
new buildings. 





One of Rube Burrows’ Men. 

Sheriff Morris of Blount County, Ala., 
went to Waynesboro, Miss., a few days 
ago, after Jim McClung, a member of 
Rube Burrows’ gang of train-robbers and 
outlaws. McClung was in jail there on 
a charge of being implicated in the 
Buckatunna train robbery last year. 
Sheriff Morris obtained a photograph of 
the prisoner, and was identified as the 
man with Rube Burrows in Blount Coun- 
ty last October, when two deputy sheriffs 
were killed in an effort to capture the 
outlaws. A requisition was obtained, 
and McClung will be tried in Blount 
County on a charge of murder. He was 
captured at Amory, Miss, about two 
months ago, and recognized as one of 
the men who robbed a train on the Mo- 
bile & Ohio railroad at Buckatunna, 
Miss. 





Death of a Hotel Man.

—Veal Cutlets.—Dust the cutlets with 
salt and pepper, dip them in beaten egg, 
then in grated cracker, and fry slowly 
in hot butter. Serve on a hot dish with 
melted butter poured over. Garnish 
with water oresses and sliced lemon. 

—Soil for pot plants should always be 
carefully prepared. Nothing is superior 
to well decayed turf full of root fibers, 
clear for some plants, for instance roses, 
with an addition of one-third its bulk of 
well-rotted manure for most others.— 
Popular Gardening. 

—Kidney Omelet.—Beat six eggs, add 
one cupful of milk and a tablespoonful 
of cornstarch, half a teaspoonful of salt 
and the same quantity of baking 
powder; chop half a beef kidney fine 
and add to the mixture; fry in butter or 
sweet lard.. This quantity will make 
two good-sized omeléts. 

—Quick Loaf Cake.—Beat two eggs 
with two cupfuls of sugar, one of butter 
and one of milk; add two cupfuls of 
raisins, half a cupful of shredded citron, 
four cupfuls of flour sifted with two tea- 
spoonfuls of cream tartar, and ope tea- 
spoonful of soda dissolved in a very lit- 
tle hot water. Bake at once. 

—A pretty wall panel is made by cov- 
ering a board nineinches wide and eight-, 
een long with pale blue satin, and lin- 
ing the back with silesia of the same 
shade. The edges of the board should 
be beveled. A large bunch of milkweed 
balls, tied with white ribbon, is fastened 
in the center of the panel. It is very 
pretty and easily made and costs almost 
nothing.—The Home. 

—An easy way to spoil the evening 
meal is for each member to tell the sad 
tale of all that has gone wrong during 
ithe day. To mention the disappoint- 
ments and vexatiors, to tell of the 
slights that were endured and the of- 
fenses which were given, and to lament 
over the results of this infelicitous com- 
bination of affairs is enough to counter- 
act the refreshing effect of all the good 
things with which the most generous 
and skillful house-wife can load tho 
table.—Household. 

—Apple Pudding.—Pare, core and chop 
six sour apples, add to them one pint of 
milk, one cupful of sugar, one cupful of 
boiled rice, juice and rind of one lemon, 
and the beaten yelks of foureggs. Mix 
and bake in a good oven thirty minutes; 
beat the whites of the eggs quite stiff, 
add a pinch of salt and two tablespoon- 
fuls of powdered sugar; spread this on 
top of the pudding when baked, return 
it to the oven for a few minutes to deli- 
cately brown the meringue; serve with 
cream.—Boston Herald.

The man who, according to his 
ability, does the most to promote the 
welfare of his fellow-men, be he scaven- 
ger or statesman, hod-carrier or preacher 
of the Gospel, is the best man on earth. 
The dignity of labor is not dependent 
on the sphere of one’s activities so much 
as on the spirit of the worker and the 
nearness of his approach to his 
highest possibilities of usefulness. A 
good cobbler is a more digni- 
fied and honorable’ worker than 
the man who, having no _ ¢ca- 
pacity for intellectual pursuits, scorns 
to toil for a livelihood and wastes his 
life in the substratum of a profession. 
We do not often sce a day laborer who 
missed his career in failing to be a 
clergyman; but who has not been pained 
to see and hear, in the pulpit, men who 
missed their vocation in declining man- 
ual labor? The most useful of ali work- 
ers are scientists and inventors. The 
former increase the area and sum total 
of human knowle4ge The latter apply 
this increase to the practical affairs of 
life, so that it makes the world brighter, 
happier and better. The inventor's 
work multiplies the work of all other 
toilers, enabling one man to do that 
which had previously required the ef- 
forts of many men. Invention has ele- 
vated almost all kinds of work, elimi- 
nating the grosser elements and aug- 
menting its intellectuality. The gap 
between man and béast, in the world of 
labor, is being steadily widened by the 
work of the inventor. . Granted that ‘his 
motives.are as good as. those of other 
men, wé must give the inventor the 
place of honor, for the results of his 
labor are more beneficent than those of 
any other class of workers.—~laventive

—Very dirty paint can be thoroughly |

—A handful of oatmeal in a basin of 
water, to wash with, softens and cleans 
the skin of the face. 

—A good cure for bunions and cornsis 
a mixture of five grains of salicylic acid 
dissolved in fifty grains of paraffin wax. 
Wear easy fitting boots. 

—Gluten Muffins.—Two cups gluten 
flour, two cups milk, one egg well 
beaten, two teaspoonfuls baking pow- 
der. Mix powder and flour, stir in egg 
and milk thoroughly and pour into hot 
gem pans. 

—Take acan of green peas, drain off 
water, make hot, put them into a fine 
sieve, season with butter, salt and 
pepper; pass them through upon a large 
hot platter, lay the grenadines on top; 
serve with the gravy. 

—The best and healthiest position to 
assume while in bed is on the right 
side, slightly inclined backward, as the 
internal organs are thus relieved of all 
undue strain and pressure and take a 
nearly normal position. 

—Egg Rolls.—Two eggs, well beaten, 
one small teacup milk, one table- 
spoonful lard or melted butter, two tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder, and enough 
flour to make stiff as biscuit. Roll out, 
cut the desired size and bake in hot 
oven. 

—Baked Prunes.—Stew a pound of 
prunes and sweeten with a teacup of 
sugar. Beat to a very stiff froth the 
whites of four eggs, and stir lightly into 
prunes when they are quite cold. Bake 
for twenty minutes and (when cold) 
.serve with cream.—Detroit Free Press. 

—Take two pou of. leg of veal, cut 
it info six thick pieces or steaks, lard 
them on one side, lay them on a bed of 
vegetables, season, add one pint of 
broth, ‘brush over with butter, cover 
with ‘oiled ‘paper; roast until done, one- 
half hour; dish, make a gravy from pan, 
serve separate. 

—A new toilet cushion is composed of 
four small square cushions, two of which 
are trimmed with lace, and fastened to- 
gether at one corner. The other two 
are fastened together in the same way, 
but arg left untrimmed. The two latter 
stand ip between the trimmed cushions, 
and all four corners are securely fast- 
ened together and tied with ribbon.— 
The Home. 

—Consommie or clear broth for family 
use, when wished, ought to be made the 
day before and kept ina cool place until 
jyvanted, For a family,broth or consom- 
tmé,place gix or eight pounds of beef 
shank in a boiler with a soup bunch; 
cover With cold water; salt; let come to 
a simmer; skim; simmer slow all the 
time, keeping well skimmed until meat 
is tender; should be about four pints 
when done; strain through a napkin; 
keep hot. 

—Puree of Vegetables.—Put a table- 
spoonful of butter in a frying pan, add 
one large onion, sliced; one carrot, 
sliced; fry until a delicate brown, then 
turn the whole into a saucepan, add two 
sliced potatoes, one large turnip sliced, 
a few leaves of cabbage, chopped, two 
tablespoonfuls of rice, or barley, if pre- 
ferred, and two quarts of water; cook 
gently three-quarters of an hour, then 
pour it through a colander, rubbing the 
“vegetables through; return to the stove, 
add.a tablespoonful of flour mixed in 
vold water, a tablespoonful of Worces- 
tershire éauce; let it simmer afew min- 
utes, and it is ready to serve.—Boston 
Herald.

some interesting topic that one may see 

the reserve force and character that 

have carried him through all his trials. 

Mr. Ward is an Englishman of wealthy 

parents. He had a natural fondness for 

adventure, and; as his parents refused 

their consent, he ran away to sea. 

New Zealand was the first point reach- 
ed and soon after he went to Australia. 
In Borneo he met Hatton, the famous 
Bornese explorer, andit was not long 
before the two wero in the country of 
the head-hunting Dyaks. 

Surrounded by a high stockade he 
could see and hear the Dyaks prowling 
about and often he had narrow escapes 
from poisoned arrows that were con- 
stantly being shot into the stockade. 

‘At Bangalia, where Stanley had his 
most serious fight with the natives in 
his memorable journey across the Dark 
Continent, Ward was finally put in 
charge of the station which had just 
been established there. The Bangalas 
are a large and powerful tribe, and, in 
addition to being highly savage and fe- 
rocious, are cannibals. They do not, 
‘however, eat people of their own tribe, 
‘but depend for this sort of luxury upon 

such captives as they can secure, or, 
failing in this, they purchase slaves 
from friendly tribes. 

This important tribe was governed at 
this time by a powerful savage, Mata 
Bwiki by name. At the commencement 
of his command of this station Mr. Ward 
was forced to undergo the “blood broth- 
erhood ceremony” in conjunction with 
the chief. This ceremony, said Mr. 
Ward, is common throughout Africa. 
An incision is made in the arm of each 
of the two participators in it. When 
the blood flows the wounds are sprinkled 
with potash, salt, and a powder made 
from a species of bran. Then the two 
incised arms are rubbed together, so 
that the flowing blood may intermingle. 
This done, the two become blood broth- 
ers and both swear to assist each other 
in timesof need. At the end of his 
three years of service Mr. Ward started 
for the coast. On reaching Stanley Pool 
he heard about the Emin Pasha relief 
expedition and that Stanley was coming. 
This settled it for him. He would go 
with Stanley. A short while afterward 
ae met Stanley and volunteered his ser- 
vices, which were accepted, he being ap- 
pointed to a command over one of the 
divisions of the expedition.—N. Y. Her- -
